War in City Streets Presents 
Strange Spectacle.

(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

KALISZ (Poland) Aug. 20, via 
Paris, Aug. 26.—I have been in Up- 
per Silesia, where the most curious 
of battles is on—a battle fought in 
the heart Of the world famous mine 
and factory district, from windows, 
grade crossings and angles of walls. 
I have only to walk a few squares 
and cross a blood-stained bridge to 
pass from Poland into Germany. The 
high road leads to a cluster of 
smoking chimneys and a church, 
which marks where safety ends. 
Polish recruits pass along this high 
road. They are a motley throng 
and dress in anything handy from 
& sport shirt to the familiar Ger- 
man cap adorned with a Polish 
eagle. Over their backs are rifles 
ed from German prisoners and 

in their eyes grim determination. 
A machine gun rakes the Fokker 
low over the string of factory towns 
where Polish Silesians are revolting 
against Berlin. They are the old 
guns we used to know. It is an old 
drama. But set in the midst of the 


unscarred neighborhood it is as 
strange a little war as Europe has 
ever seen. 


USE MACHINE GUNS. 

As we approach the border a 
Wagon passes bearing a wounded 
man. He is a workman who has 
been mending the roads. A Ger- 
man shell struck near him, his com- 
rades say. At the bridge a French 
officer gives warning that the Ger- 
mans have shelled the road, They 
are behind the church with ma- 
chine guns. It is evident from the 
poise. But between streams at that 
spot for some two miles is a strip 
of land that the insurrectos stil! 
hold. That part of Germany is no 
longer German. 

We enter a factory town of 
eamudgy red brick—Scopenic. No 
one seems to be working. Only a 
few are visibly anxious. Mothers 
croon to their babies on the door 
steps. Children of all ages cluster 
around the vestibules of their 
schools. In a lull of firing the pleas- 
ant note of the school bell comes 
loud in the windy streets. Then the 
noise resumes.

“Americanski, is it safe for us to

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Charges 
that the Interior Department was 
discriminating in the West against 
American oi] interests in favor of 
English oil and potash interests 
were made in a telegram read in the 
Senate today by Senator La Follette, 
during an attack on the oil, gas 
and coal land leasing bill. The tele- 
gram was dated Los Angeles, Cal.,

George Lepage and Ber McLendon, 
designating themselves as “Commit- 
tee on Legislation.”

Secretary Baker later issued a gen 
eral order, prohibitifig the 
Advocate-General from making 
clemency recommendations, he said, 
but added that in numerous cases 
when he was in charge of the office 
in the absence of Gen. Crowder, he 
disregarded this order.

This condition ot the market is 
country-wide. Live stock has been 
forwarded here from the Kansas 
City market where buying has vir- 
tually ceased. From other live-stock 
centers offers have been sent to 
Chicago packers. Everywhere the 
revolt of the consumer against high 
meat prices has caused a reaction 
in the market. 

While the degiand for meat has 
been falling off, the supply has been 
increasingly rapidly. There has 
been an almost unprecedented rush 
of live stock. To some extent this 
rush was due to the railroad strike 
which held up shipments for a long 
time, so that an accumulation was 
suddenly unloaded on the market. 

Another reason for the sudden 
rush is that Mr. Farmer has had 
his ear close to the ground for some 
time and has become imbued with 
the idea that the country is in 
earnest in its campaign against un- 
necessarily high prices:

CHINESE TRADE AMBASSADOR 
SAYS PRESENT METHODS 
WILL BRING RECOIL.

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—The pres- 

ent Japanese regime will last only 
a few months. 

The empire of Japan will fall in 
five years. 

Japan's present methods will re- 
coll on herself like did those of 
Prussia, and crush her. 

China will resist Japan to the 
end, first with development of the 
present weapon—the boycott—an 
later with the force of arms that 
an awakened 486,000,600 can exert 
—and Japan will be beaten down in 


a bloody war that will shake the 


Orient. 

With the support and sympathy 
of her sister repubtic. America, 
China will survive and become one 
of the great powers of the world, 
while Japan will be crushed, as is 
Prussia, forever. 

A crowded dining-room filled with 
American and Chinese men and 
women cheered the adeve declara- 
tions made by Dr. Hasich Tehyi, 
Chinese trade ambassador, here to- 
day. The dinner was given Dr. 
Tehyi by Moy Wah June, head of 
the Chinese Industrial and Com- 
mercial Association, and his son 
Howard & Moy. an official of the 
Great Lakes Trust Company. 

MEETS BUSINESS MEN. 

The guests included Chinese lead- 
ers and representatives of the bank- 
ing, industrial and commercial life 
of Chicago. 

Protest against the seizure of 
Shantung by Japan and praise for 
the Senate com mittee whose 
amendment would give the province 
back to China was the keynote of 
the speerhes. 

“Japan says she does not want 
Shantung, only Kiao Chow,” said Dr. 
Tehyi. “Some foreign power might 
as well say to you Americans that it 
didn’t want Pennsylvania, but did 
want Pittsburgh.” 

That China may find itself under 
the present pressure and that the 
Shantung incident may be the spark 
that will ignite the republic as the 
oppressions of George III gave the 
colonies the needed. fire, a sugges- 
tion held out by Harry H. Merrick, 
president of the Association of Com- 
merce, was amplified by Dr. Tehyi. 

“China is realizing that it is not 
Japan's strength that ts her impend- 
ing peril,” said Dr. Tenyi, “but it is 
Chinas own supineness. The un- 
petus is come at a time when all 
of China has been to her 
precarious position. Japan herself 
appreciates this. 

“There is no denying the fact 
that we want do Justice to all 
and demand thé doing of justice in 
return. Unless we are supported in 
repelling the aggression now 41 
rected against us no one can say 
how soon the people of China may 
rise electrified and run amuck un- 
der such pressure.”

This will 
enable us to take this matter up 
in an argumentative way, to take it 
up as a commission with the em- 
ployers and employees, and to see 
if we can arrive at mediation which 
will satisfy both bodies.” Mayor 
Snyder warned the strikers that 
they are facing a crisis.

NOT YET ENDED. 


Quiet of Today Conceals a 
Volcano of Tomorrow. 


Final Decision is Sure to 
Bring Bloody Riots. 


Every Delay in Settlement is 
Accumulating Bitterness.

FIUME, Aug. 23 (via Paris, Aug. 
27.) — Fiume, child of trouble since 


history began, is as quiet now as 
America’s hard drink dispensaries. 


Except for the presence of several 
thousand Italian, French, British 
and American troops and bilue- 
jackets, one could hardly believe 
there ever had been rioting and war. 
The rival patrols go quietly about 


their business of taking care of their 
men. Citizens gather nightly in the 
cafes and sip absinthe—in Istria one 
can still obtain that subtle poison— 
and by day pursue the tranquil 
round of business. 

But under the quiet exterior the 
race hatred still seethes. and the 
national aspirations foment trouble. 
The longer the Peace Conference at 
Paris delays a decision the more 
likely an outbreak when a decision 
is reached. 

There will be no more rioting in 
Fiume as long as the question of 
ownership remains in status quo. 
Everyone is eager to preserve or- 
der. General Grazioli, since the 
riots of July 6, has been keeping an 
— grip on the passions of 
his own people. The greatiy-in- 
creased number of troops and blue- 
jackets will prevent an outbreak 
from other sources. But it is the 
opinion of nearly everyone with 
whom I have talked that when a 
decision is reached there will be an 
excellent chance of trouble. 

GRAZIOLI CAREFUL. 

Gen. Grazioli cannot afford more 
outbreaks on the part of hie troops 
and Italian citizens. The findings of 
the commission which investigated 
the trouble on July 6 have borne out 
in every respect the stories of the 
massacre of French troops. The 
blame has been fixed where it be- 
longs. It has been predicted here 
that because the results of the in- 
vestigation were so overwhelmingly 
adverse to the Italians, the author- 
ities at Rome would take some ac- 
tion before being forced by the 
Peace Conference, but there have 
been no changes yet. If any action 
is taken, however, little doubt is in 
the mind of Fiume but that Gen. 
Grazioli will be the official goat. 

A man, who, for obvious reasons, 
must be nameless, told me some- 
thing of the commission's proceed- 
ings which illustrates the Italian at- 
titude toward everything inimical to 
their interests here. 

“Witness after witness was ex- 
amined,” he said. “Detail after de- 
tall of the horrors was brought out 
Clearly.

DELAY IS DANGEROUS. 


Intense feeling along the Dalma- 
tlan coast from Cattaro to Trieste 
demands an immediate solution of 
the tangled problem.

And with many troops of the two 
armies in daily contact at bound- 
ary points there is an increasing 
opportunity for that unfortunate in- 
cident to occur. 

Parties who favor annexation to 
Italy or Jugo-Slavia are small.

DEFENDED BY LAWYERS.

“A careful consideration of the 
case of Miss Edith Cavell has led 
me to the conclusion that she was 
executed in accordance with the 
laws and usages of what we are 
pleased commoniy to refer to as 
civilized waffare, 

“This being @0, it bas seemed to 
me quite i with our con- 
demnation of those who thus took 
her life to retain in our own s- 
tem of military justice, whose pro- 
visions of law which were relied 
upon by the German military au- 
thorities. The fact that her trial 
was attended by brutality and du- 
plicity does not alter this aspect of 


the case.

“ARMENIA’S BETRAYAL 
CIVILIZATION’S SLUR.” 


AMERICAN CHAIRMAN BITTER- 
LY CHARACTERIZES GREAT 
BRITALIN'S DECISION, 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. — Ar- 
menians in Europe and America are 
alarmed at the report cabled from 
London to the United States this 
week to the effect that Great 
Britain was contemplating the aban- 
donment of Armenia and declaring 
that “if the United States is unwill- 
ing to accept a mandate for Ar- 
menia, then, however awful the 
prospect, Armenia and the Ar- 
menians must disappear.” 

Mirian Sevasly, representative in 
the United States of the Armenian 
national delegation and c n 
the Armenian National Union of 
America, said today: 

“The betrayal of Armenia, as fore- 
shadowed in the dispatches from 
London, constitutes the greatest slur 
on the civilization of the world and 
particularily on the British and 
American spirit of fair play. 

“It ie the most deepairing note 
that has come forth shortly after @ 
war which had for ite purpose the 
liberation of oppressed and depend- 
ent nationalities from the worst 
barbariem eXtant. 

“Armenia has just as much claim 
on the liberal nations of Europe 
and especially on America as Bei- 
gium, Greece, Rumania and Serbia. 
A million of her people have been 
sacrificed on the altar of liberty; 
and now comes the unimaginable 
and appalling statement that Ar- 
menia is to be fett in the lurch and 
at the mercies of the Turks and 
Tartare combined. 

The betrayal of Armenia would 
be the most cowardly act in history 
by the so-called civilized and free 
nations of the earth.”

Subsequently, President 
Wilson directed that Roland S. Mor- 
ris, American Ambassador to Japan, 
proceed to Omsk, to make 4 per- 
sonal investigation of the Rel 
chak government with the pos- 
sible recognition by the United 
States of that government in view. 
Mr. Morris recommended recogni- 
tion and immediate assistance. It 
is said Dr. Reinsch characterized 
Admiral Kolchak as a reactionary, 
while Mr. Morris found him mere- 
ly lacking in statesmanship and did 
not depict him as a reactionary. 

POSITION EMBARRASSING. 


Tt could not be learned whether 
Dr. Reinsch gave assurances to the 
Chinese government that the United 
States would support China's inter- 
ests at the Peace Conference, but 
his resignation is held to support 
that inference. It was reported at 
the time the American peace dele- 
gation accepted the Shantung pro- 
vision of the treaty that Dr.

A new aggressive move was 
made yesterday by the Pacific 
Coast District Council of the 
shipbuilding industries, head- 
ed by “Curly” Grow, when 
notices were served on the 
shipbuilders at Los Angeles 
Harbor that it is their inten- 
tion to do all in their power 
to force the local yards to 
adopt the closed shop.

ASES FOR THE VU. 8S. COURTS. 

Members of the railroad brotherhoods 
employed on southwestern divisions have 
deserted their trains on the desert because 
they surmised that among the passengers 
were men en route to Los Angeles to enter 
the employ of the Electric Railway 
Company. In an instance they cut 
out two Pullman cars from a train because 
they suspected some of the occupants of 
intent to enter the employ of the same com- 
Pany. 

By concerted action members of the 
brotherhoods are also preventing the steam 
roads from performing their public func- 
tions. Mails are not trans and inter- 
state and local commerce is at a standstill. 

One has but to turn back to the records 
of the railway strike of 1894 to discover 
that similar offenses were committed at 
that time, and that the perpetrators werp 
convicted in the Federal courts under laws 
that are still in full foree and effect and 
served terms in Federal prisons. Do the 
strikers of today assume that by reason of 
the strength and political influence of the 


law of the United States? 

During that memorable strike of 1894 the 
members of the A.R.U. made a pretense of 
willingness to carry the mails on condition 
that Pullman cars ‘be not hauled. United 
States Judge Ross then held that the na- 
ture of the trains on which the mail was 
carried was determined by the contract 
With the government, and that ft did not 
lie in the mouth of anyone—railroad or em- 
ployee—to prescribe anything different: 
that, as a regular train included Pullman 
cars, a concerted action of a number of 
individuals te prevent their transportation 
in mail trains was an unlawful conspiracy, 
punishable as such, and in contempt of the 
court’s order against interference with the 
transportation of mail and interstate com- 
merce. 

Prior to that, when the notorious Com- 
monwealers seized a Santa Fe train (the 
road then beiag in the hands ot a receiver) 
Judge Ross sentenced the raiders to im- 
prisonment for interfering with public func- 
ons. For the road was then operated un- 
der order of a Federal court.

000; and not a dollar of reparation has been 
received. In che entire history of modern 
civilization there is not a’ parallel for the 
weak, vacillating and ineffective policy 
which Wilson has adopted towards Mexico. 
No British or French government could 
have followed such a policy for three 
months and survived. The growing dis- 
gust for the American government which 
that policy stimulates in every other gov- 
ernment in the world must be speedily 
checked by a more vigorous national pol- 
icy, if our own Monroe Doctrine is not to be 
seriously imperiled.

Declares League Covenant Provides 
Legal Obligations. 

BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 

The interview between the Presi- 
dent and the members of the For- 
eign Relations Committee was & 
memorable one in the history of 
treaty-making. Never before | has 
there been such an open discussion 
face to face between the President 
and that part of the Senate charged 
with preliminary consideration of 
the question of ratification of an in- 
ternational compact. It was in many 
respects enlightening. The Presi- | 
dent's preliminary statement as to 
the importance of speedy action up- 
on the treaty, in its manifold bear- 
ings, was very strong. There was 
brought out from the report, too, a 
clearer statement of Japan's attitude 
in the Shantung matter and the ob- 
ligation which she had entered into 


as a condition of the transfer to her 
of German dominion over Kiao-Chow

If a legal 
obligation is in his conception one 
for which there is a means of en- 
forcement and a moral obligation is 
one which arises out of a contract 
but is not legal, because there is no 
way to enforce it except the honor 
and conscience of the nation bound, 
‘then one can understand the dis- 
tinction without approving the terms 
used to describe it. 

Perhaps the President has that 
view, but this is not the ordinary 
view of international jurists and au- 
thorities.. International law is gen- 
erally defined to be a rite of action 
for nations in their dealings with 
one another prescribed by the unan- 
imous consent of all nations and 
sanctioned by the force of public 
opinion in these nations. - 

It justifies any nation deprived of 
rights growing out of such interna- 
tional law in vindicating them by 
force or otherwise. If Article X 
constitutes a contract of the nations 
of the league to stand by one an- 
other in protecting their respective 
territorial integrity and political in- 
dependence against external aggres- 
sion it would seem to be a legal ob- 
ligation and not alone a moral one. 
Article X t dealing with league 
business for a common purpose to 
be secured By co-operation of the

ernment with a request that all em- 
}iployers of labor do likewise, in- 
creasing prices only when absolute- 
ly necessary; fourth, have local
